Results w ith Penicillin 


N othing can exem plify it better 
than the recently announced re­ 
sults w ith the substance penicil­ 
lin. 
Penicillin is all around you. It 
hangs in the a ir, microscopic and 
invisible, a filmy mold. It was for 
years the plague of bacteriolog­ 
ists, because so many tim es when 
they exposed th e ir culture plates 
some of it would drop in and spoil 
a pure growth of some bacteria. 
No bacteriologist noted, how­ 
ever, until Professor Alexander 
Flem ing, in 1929, that on the cul­ 
tu re plates which penicillin con­ 
tam inated, the germ? which cause 
pneum onia, m eningitis and blood 
poisoning did not grow. The idea 
•ocurred to him th at perhaps peni­ 
cillin in 
its grow th destroyed 
these. 
Research Continued 
He worked on the supposition, 
and afterw ards the research was 
continued by Professor Florey, of 
Oxford, who made the experim ent 
of giving a purified form to p a ­ 
tients sick w ith pneumonia and 
blood poisoning and other condi­ 
tions. He found, as all the world 
knows now, th a t it worked. 
Isn’t this w hat m ight be called 
“ reasonable expectation” ? It might 
nut have worked, because thou­ 
sands of substances which killed 
pneumonia germ s outside the body, 
such as m ercurochrom e, had been 
tried by injecting them into the 
body, and proved to be failures. 


A Com plicated Problem 


Why penicillin turned the trick 
hah proved to be a more compli­ 
cated problem. T hat it actually 
reaches the spot in the tissues of 
the body where the germ s are and 


destroy* them is probably too sim­ 
ple an explanation. It may stim ­ 
ulate the defense reactions of the 
body to destroy the germs. 
It is rem arkable th at any med­ 
ical research worker would have 
an expectation, especially a rea­ 
sonable one, th a t penicillin would 
kill germs not only on culture 
media, but when taken into the 
body. We have tried th a t with »o 
many drugs, all of which have been 
failures. 
M ercurochrome, 
for instance, 
will kill germs on culture plates 
and is a good skin antiseptic, but 
when it was tried in a blood stream 
infection by giving it in the vein 
it proved to be a complete failure.
